BHRHRH that the aircraft and its orew were at the military 
airrield Kbely . He had heard that the oorps number was 15 but 
was uncertain of this designation.) The First Air Fighter Dlvl- 
slon was in Zatec A 50-20, E 13-337, the Second in Ceske Bude- 
Jovice, the Third in Line, and the Fourth in the Klada military 
area.

Source 
stated that the loth Air Fighter Regiment was formed directly at 
Line Airfield in June 1952. The necessary technicians and armorer 
personnel arrived from Chrudim A *9-57, E 15-487 where they 
serviced and worked on SIEBSL, ARADO C-2B1 aircraft. Besides 
the personnel from Chrudim, Line had several officers who were 
MOhanlcs by profession and previously trained in Mlada, Prerov

would permit they were to be flown to Line from Prague. Source 
expressed his opinion that those new six MIG-15' s were planned 
either for the third squadron, which was being organized, or 
were to be added to the two existing squadrons of the 16th Fighter 
Regiment. Four of these new MIG-15' a originally were to be 
exported to Poland (the instrument checklist was in Russian) . 
Souroe 'a explanation for not sending these aircraft to Poland 
Was that they had some defects and only perfeot products were 
exported . 
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In March 1953 eight MIG-15 mechanics were added to the l6tH 
Fighter Regiment . They had completed a course in Ceske Bude- 
Jovice oalled Kurs pro pomocne letecke me chan Iky (Course for 
auxiliary aircraft mechanics). About this time, 12 or 15 
Inexperienced or "green'’ pilots were assigned to the 

loth Fighter Regiment. They had just completed their basio pilot 
training in Prerov . Besides the above-mentioned pilots , there 
were about 11 older and experienced pilots who served as instruc- 
tors to the newly -as signed pilots. 

B. Flight Training. 

The inexperienced pilots first flew the ARADO aircraft (number 
of required hours unknown) , then practiced take-off, circular 
360° looal flights, approach, and landing with CS-102 aircraft 
(again number of required hours unknown) . After mastering take- 
off and landing with the CS-102, these pilots were taught solo 
flying with S-102 with the main stress on take-off, approach, 
and landing. Source stated emphatically that there was no 
required number of instruction hours; each pilot had to practice 
until he mastered solo flying. 

While the older and more experienced pilots trained the new ones, 
the older pilots , in turn , were trained by the regimental staff 
cheek pilots of the standardization board.
